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to this neceſſary Juke, D e I Irdai 
all theſe Officers of Eſtate , Members or Clerks of the Parliament, 
Committees thereof, ſecret Counſell, Seſſion, Hgchequer, Juſtice 
Courts, Commiſſion for plantation of Kir ks, or conſervation of the 
Peace, Sherif Courts, Stewart Courrs, Baillie Courts, Commiſſar 
Courts, Bailies of Regalitie Courts, Warden Courts, of his Maje- 
ſties Mint-houſe, Admirall Court, Gild Court, Town Couuſell, or 
any other puhlick Judicatorie, or Deacons af Crafts, and all 
who had any ofſice, place, or publick truſt, and all having deputa- 
tion from, or dependanceupon any of theſe aforeſaid , who were 
guilty of any of the faults contained in the four leverall Claſſes afcer- 
mentioned, ſhall be removed and ſecluded from publick truſt ac- 
cording to the {Everall rules reſpectiut after following.

The Eſtates declare all theſe to be comprehended in the firſt 
Claſſe, who were ganetal Officers, which led and accompanied the 
Army into England; And all thoſe Officers that continued in the 
Engagement, Who commanded the Forces at Hauchlin moore, or at 
Striviling, and all thoſe who were principally active in perſwading, 
or bringiag over of the Forces from Ireland, andall theſe perſons 
who qere plotters, chief actors and prime promoters of the late un- 
lawfalf Engage ment from the beginning to the end thereof , in Par- 
liament, Committees, or otherwayes: And ficlike all theſe who 
were chief actors and prime promoters of the horrid Rebellion of 
Fames Grabame, and who ſince have either accepted of charge or 
joynedas volunteers in the ſaid unlawfull Engagement, or taken the 
Oath in Committees, or Subicribed the bond for themſelves or 
others for the Engagement, or ſate in the Committees or other meet- 
ings ,\ and gave order for proſecuting the ſaid Engagement , or who 
— gave or received, and execute orders againſt others for 
proſecuting the Engagement; As alſo fuch Clerks of Parliament, 
Zotnmitrees thereof, ſecret Councelhor Seſſion, who were guiltie 
of ny of the Faults contained in any of the Claſſe at St. Andrems, 
dretainingtheir former Principles of Malignancie , and haye been 
Acuve intheir places or imployments for promoving the late unlaw- 
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carricon the Engagement; And ficlike all theſe who proteſt againſt 
the cauſe of the Faſt, or the Kirks ; Declarations, or Peritions of the 
Presbyreries or Kirk-ſeſlibns againſt the Engagement, or readz or 
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
